Venice Adopts 
New Code of 
Updated Laws 

A revised city code in which 
all Venice ordinances have been 
updated was approved by the 
Venice city council Friday 
night, climaxing two years of 
work by City Attorney Harry 
E. Hartman. 

Revision of the ordinances to 
delete obsolete "horse and bug¬ 
gy” laws and to modernize li¬ 
censing, sanitation and other 
regulations was started in 1965 
by Hartman. Most of them were 
placed on first reading by, the 
city council during the last six 
months as they were complet¬ 
ed. 

The new code includes a sec¬ 
tion covering operation of the 
fire department and placing 
control of the department under 
the city council. The ordinance 
was the subject of protests by 
members of the Venice volun¬ 
teer fire department two weeks 
ago. 

Formerly Elected Chief 

The ordinance provides for 
appointment of the chief of the 
department and his two assist¬ 
ants by the mayor, subject to 
confirmation of the council. In 
the past, the chief was elected 
by the fire department, sub¬ 
ject to confirmation by the 
mayor and council, and the 
chief appointed his assistants. 

Additional regulations approv¬ 
ed in Friday night’s meeting 
included one making it a misde¬ 
meanor to abandon a refriger¬ 
ator of one and a half cubic foot 
or more capacity with attached 
door and latch. 

The ordinance is designed to 
give police authority to control 
such practices as a hazard to 
children. The city law conforms 
with state regulations on the 
same subject. 

Another regulation adopted 
Friday night is an addition to 
the nuisances law which pro¬ 
hibits abandonment of automo¬ 
biles. It provides that no junk¬ 
ed, wrecked, or damaged auto 
or other vehicle can be aban¬ 
doned in any location for more 
than 10 days, unless in a gar- 
rage or enclosed building at a 
place of business. 

The law also provides that 
no vehicle may be left on city 
streets for more t,h a n three 
days, and gives police authori¬ 
ty to tow in and impound such 
' vehicles. 

Additions to Be Made 

Several minor additions and 
revisions remain to be made 
and the city laws men will be 
prepared in book form for city 
officials.

Judge Lewis disqualified him¬ 
self from the case Friday after 
the counsel for Bartylak sub¬ 
poenaed records and financial 
reports of the Madison county 
state’s attorney’s office from 
1946 to 1966. 

Lewis was one of the state's 
attorneys, along with C. W. 
Burton, Associate Circuit Judge 
Fred P. Schuman, Dick Mudge 
jr. and Bartylak. 

The development led to the 
possibility of a further indef¬ 
inite delay in the trial.

The department has hundreds 
of foster homes throughout the 
state but there are several unus¬ 
ual aspects to this particular ar¬ 
rangement. Ordinarily, the chil¬ 
dren with whom the agency has 
contact are from the immediate 
vicinity; it is rare in the Illi¬ 
nois Metropolitan Area for the 
department to work with a child 
from another country, although 
it might be less uncommon in 
the Chicago area.

Robert Serini is 34 and 
his wife, Marlen, is 28 years 
old. 

Homes Sought for Teenagers 

Teenagers are the age group 
for which the department is 
actively recruiting homes. 

The agency has need for 
homes for children of all ages; 
but fewer couples will accept a 
teenager of either sex. The Ser- 
inis are happy that they were 
more courageous than most, as 
Kay has caused no problems 
and is a “joy to be around.” 

The couple laughs and says 
that parents with teenagers of 
their own will find it hard to 
believe, but “Kay’s «o proud 
of her room that she cleans 
it constantly. We have to ask 
her to stop.” 

She will take time out for 
homework, practicing the pi¬ 
ano, and writing her pen pal m 
Indiana. The family believes 
the latter is an incentive to Kay 
to imprive both her comprehen¬ 
sion and written expression of 
the English language.

All members of the family 
keep busy.

Mr. and Mrs. Serini applied I 
to the Illinois Department of 
Children and Family Services 
m East St. Louis. They asked 
for a long-term placement so 
that the child could “fully j 
share in our family life.” 

Three Types of Placements 

Other couples can choose 
short-term care, which means 
the child may stay a few weeks 
or months until he can return 
home or be placed for adoption. 

Participation in “emergency 
care” requires that the foster 
parents be willing to accept a 
child any age day or night. 

The department reimburses 
foster parents for board, pro¬ 
vides clothing and medical 
care, and gives allowances to 
older children. Social workers 
visit with the children to help 
them adjust in their new homes, 
and the foster parents attend 
group meetings to discuss their 
common concerns. 

The agency and the foster 
family work as a team to in¬ 
sure the child’s physical, social, 
emotional and intellectual de¬ 
velopment. 

Prerequisite—Love Children 

Mr. and Mrs. Serini describe 
themselves as people who “love 
kids.”

Time was when, the fear of federal prose¬ 
cution caused robbers to skip banks like the 
plague whenever plotting new crime sorties. 
Efficiency of the Federal Bureau of _ investiga¬ 
tion in obtaining arrests and convictions made 
bank holdups a rarity for several decades fol¬ 
lowing the era of numerous robberies in the 
1920s and 1930s. 

Now the pendulum has swung back, and 
no bank teller today can go about his duties 
with complete equanimity. 

A wave of holdups in the midwest has in¬ 
cluded a local bank robbery this year. Reports 
of police and bandits being slain and wounded 
have become almost commonplace. 

The FBI is still as efficient as ever, and 
probably more so. Times are reasonably pros¬ 
perous, and few people who seriously want jobs 
fail to find them. 

There are reasons for the robbery up¬ 
surge, of course, and we suspect that one of 
them may be the increasing likelihood of unsuc¬ 
cessful prosecution during a transition period in 
which high courts arc re - writing legal pro¬ 
cedures. many of them retroactively. 

A less direct but possibly related point is 
that welfarism has placed decreasing emphasis 
on the importance of earning material gains 
and leisure time productively and constructive¬ 
ly. Fewer people are convinced that they can't 
or shouldn't get "something for nothing." 

Whether these are among the answers is 
unknown, but it seems clear that government 
and society are going to have to try harder to 
find answers, and soon. 

The fabric of civilization draws much of 
its strength from the majority's expectation that 
adequate steps will be taken to protect it 
through maintenance and enforcement of rea¬ 
sonable rules of conduot. The "law of the jun¬ 
gle" — survival of the fittest - is breaking 

through the fabric too often these days, espe¬ 
cially in the vicinity of banks.

Mines, Compresses Among the 
Possible Disposal Solutions 

The “old world" may be ahead of the 
"new world" in coping with what is expected 
by many to be an ever-increasing problem— 
disposal of trash. , .. 11 . 

The Illinois Department of Public Health 
notes that many European cities are hauling 
their refuse in special trains to abandoned strip 
and shaft mines; in Germany, the same train 
hauling coal to a town takes trash back to the 
mine, drastically reducing the cost. 

On the other aide of the world, Japan, a 
large firm has developed a press that com¬ 
presses and bails waste material to the extent 
that blocks of it can be used in roadbeds and 
foundations of buildings- 

With open air burning of trash banned m 
Illinois, and dumped rubbish required to be 
covered with earth daily, the state is prepar¬ 
ing to take action against the 200 communities 
still not following accepted disposal procedures. 
Stiffer penalties—court injunctions and fines of 
up to $500 a day—were established by the 
1967 legislature. 

Based on an estimate that each person in 
Illinois accounts for four pounds of rubbish a 
day, the state as a whole will have to dispose 
of 7,300.000 tons during 1968. 

Rising land values, the growing popula¬ 
tion, higher collection wages, diminishing re¬ 
serves of unused land, and increases in the per 
capita rate of waste are cited as indicators that 
the overall problem will grow along with the 
mountainous landfills. 

"As dotted as this state is with abandoned 
mines, it will be a long, long time before we 
want for a place to dump our garbage," Charles 
E. Clark, a sanitary engineer for the Public 

Health Department, comments. 

"But it will cost money, ' he concedes. Al¬ 
ready, the cost ranges from 25 cents to $1.20 
in Illinois to dispose of each cubic yard of trash 
in an approved fashion.

James S. Jenkins, owner of 
Jenkins’ Grocery at Venice has 
been permitted to continue as 
an authorized dealer in the 
Federal Food Stamp program 
pending outcome of a review 
of alleged program violations, 
the U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture announced Friday. 

The department earlier re¬ 
ported disqualification of the 
store from the program be¬ 
cause time limit for a request¬ 
ed review had expired. Request 
for such a review is permitted 
by regulations of the program 
with a specified time limit. 

Officials said it was learned 
that the store owner had re¬ 
quested a review but mis¬ 
addressed his request which 
later was returned to him by 
the post office. Officials said 
that under the circumstances 
they had decided the request 
will be honored and a review 
made of the alleged program 
violations. Meanwhile the store 
will be permitted to accept 
food stamps as usual.
